UB.- MI^jEW^IlSR'S OJDICVRB HCHRMF:. 

Thtt question of disallowance has been 
raised in the Province of Quebec. The 
Governor Genonil has refused to give his 
siiiiction to tho Magistrate's Court Bill 
passud by tliu Quebec Luginlalure at its 
last session. The object of thin bill wan 
t<j uliolish the Uirciiit Court sitting in tin- 
District of IMoiitronl and to UHtablish in 
its place u special Court of Jlecord under 
tho name of Magistrates' Court of the 
District of Muntroal, Tho new tribuniil 
was to be composed of two judges calleil 
"Magistrates of the District uf Montreal. " 
Tl»8 jurist! lotion of the Magistrates' Court 
is thus doflnod. "All the powers now 
j)oa8m»(id by the jud|;eB of the " Supoiipy . 



Court and tho duties which iiro imposed 
upon thoin regarding the ali'air.s, proceed- 
ures, matters and things within tho juris- 
diction of the Circuit Court sitting in the 
DUtriot of Montreal are devolved upon the 
Alag^trates of the District of Montreal." 
It will be seen from this that tho oSiciala 
presiding over the hew' ooavb w^ould be 
magistrates in name but judges in reality. 
It is contended by the supporters of tho 
Government that -■ the provincial legisla- 
ture has no power to appoint judges. 
'L'hat power is by the constitution vested 
iutho Governor OcULM'iil. Callingtlio court 
of Mr. Mercier's creation a "Majjistrato's 
Court" and the judges who preside over it 
"Magistrates" does not, they contend, 
idter its nature. The 96th section of the 
British North America Act provides that 
"The Governor-General shall appoint the 
judges of the Superior, District and 
County Courts in each Province, except 
those of tho Courts of Probate in Nova 
Scotia and New IJrunswick." \'>y the 
lOOth Hoction of the .\ct tho aiilarics, al- 
lowances and iiensions of the judges of 
the .Su[ierior, District and County Courts 
hIuiII 1)U ti\cd niid |ii<)viilcd by tbe 
Parliament of Canada. It appears that 
Mr. Morcier, by re-chriatoning and re- 
organizing the Circuit Court, e.\[>ccLo(l to 
gain tho power of appointing its judt'os, 
leavhig it for the genorid governnient to 
provide their salaries. Tina would be a 
very oonveniont arrangeinent for him as 
there are many professional men in the 
I'rovince aii.v.iously and somewhat impa- 
tiently waiting for some reward for llic 
■services they have renileied ihetioveru- 
iiient l)arty. The ne« judgesbips for 
tbuy would bo iudL,'eslii|is, all loiUirii the 
ocru|)ants of the Heiicli ot the Court 
would bear the title of "Magistrate" 
would just suit some uf thu o.xpectaiit 
olbce-suekors, or they might bo lield nut 
as inducements to prevail upon needy and 
venal opponents, to help Mr. Mercier 
in carrying out his plans. As a matter 
of fact tho astute proviiu'iid iireiiiifr put 
the new ollices to both these u>rs. lie 
gave line seat on the bench In.' hail rieateii 
to a faithful anil desen inL; supporter, 
Mr. Dennis liarry, ami to the other he 
ap|ioiiitcd .M r. l'liHMi|i:igiie, a nominally 
CoiiHervativu member of the Legislative 
Council who was rather in his way. In 
fact the resignation of Mr. Champagne 
and the appointment of u government sup- 
porter in his [ilace give Mr. Mercier' the 
majority in that body which ho has, sincu 
his elevation to power, so ardently longed 
for. But the disallowance of bis Magis- 
trates' Act has spoiled his lil tle sehe.iie 
and it is no wonder that he feels ;iiigry 
and threatens to aiiiiihibite llie Cmiservi.- 
live part}' in ljueliec. Hut Ml'. Meieier 
may not gel as luueli sympathy ;is lie e.\- 
peets. J'lie people will see th.it llie eu- 
ictmcnt of the new law is .-i iiien^ polilieal 
device and many wlie would be iiidigaaiit 
at tho disallowance of a conatitulional act 
needed by the jirovince will enjoy seeing 
Mr. Mercier'a scheme for his own and his 
|)arty'B aggnindi/.emeiit so neatly frustrat- 
ed. It must be remembered that the mo.st 
ardent upholders of provincial rights ad- 
mit that it is the duly of the (iovcriior- 
( ieneral to veto :u I., c ,f |)i oviiicial legisla- 
tures that are clearly imcoiistitulional. 
.Viul it is on the griuiiul of its iniconsritii- 
tioiiality that the .Magistrates' .\el has 
been disallowed. Il has been cniite'iRled 
that it would be belter to liave allowed 
the Magistrates' Act to become law and 
leave its validity to be tested by the courts. 
But as this course would involve litigation 
and conseipiently loss and inconvunienco 
to individuals the better way was to veto 
it at once. If Mr. Morcier culls the legis 
lature together to re-enact it he may lir.i 
that the discussion as to its constitution 
ality will open the eyes of some of bis 
supporters and they may refuse to vote 
for what they have been led to sec is an 
lUiciinslitutional measure. There is a 
wide dili'erence between disailuwiiig an 
act whose conatitutioiiality \» open to 
iiuestion and one which it is clearly within 
tho competency of the provincial legisla- 
tures to pass. To voto the former may be 
an imperative duty on tho part of 
the general government while it 
may be a matter of very questionable jioh 
icy to disallow the latter.

In the suit of E. Hodgson v». the £. & 

N. R. R. Company heard before Hon. 
Mr. JuaticG Gray, m the Nanaimo county 
court, to recover the sum of 8125, value of 
a steer owned by plaiiitili, which had 
buon run over and killed on the railwaj- 
track near Naiiaimo, by a locomotive on 
thu l*Jth of March lust, His Lordship 
delivered the following . 

judomknt: 
This is an aetion to recover S'J."), the 
value of a steer belonging to the plaintitl', 
run over and killed on the railway track, 
about half a mile from tho railway sta- 
tion in the city of Nannimo, by one of the 
engines uf tlie defendants, on the I9th of 
Maich last, between one and two o'clock 
mid-day. At the place where tho accident 
occurred, the lino of railway was not 
fenced. The iilaintitf was not the owner 
or occupant of the pro])erty adjoining tho 
railway, but of a piece of ground, a block 
and a half, or several lots distant. Tlie 
evidence is clear that on the part of the 
engine driver and conductor, there was 
no curelesanoss. The steer shot out from 
a clump or growth of small bushes beside 
the track, scuiie eight oi' twelve feet in 
front of the engine, and was crossing the 
roail. He was not and could not have 
heeii seen before — in timu to avoid strik- 
ing him —the driver iniiuodiately cut olf 
stuam and did what was necessary. He 
had not even time to whistle. It was too 
l.'ite. No blame whatever can be attached 
to him. 'I'lio speed reipiiri^d bylaw in 
passing through "any thickly jieopled 
portion of any city, town or village," 
namely, not greater than "si.\ miles an 
hour," was not proved to have been ex- 
ceeded, aiul the incline of the grade was 
up hill. The <piustion is narrowed down 
to the simple [iiuut whether it was the 
i duty of the railway company to have hatl 
their line fenced at tll.at particular place, 
IS the omission or non-omissii m so to do 
itl'eeteil the riu'lits of the plaiiitid', 

The duty of the comp;iiiy is regulated 
hy the common law, or by statute. .\t 
coiumoii law a railroad company has the 
same right tu the exclusive possession of 
its track that any other owner of land has 
ami is under no greater obligation to 
fence it. I ii tho absence of any statute 
the obligat ion ,)f a railway eompaiiy to 
fence is no griNitei than tha. of a jnivale 
individii.il, ami no ;ielion lies against the 
coiniiaiiy for the killing of stock trespass- 
ing on its track unless it was duo li> w.ui- 
loii or wilful inisconduot, or such ■_'iiiss 
negligence as is regarded as einiiv.ilenl 
ihereto, The principle of this duetriiie is 
that an owner in periiiitl iiig his cattle to 
run at large ia himself negligoiit, and this 
negligence coutrihuting to his injuiy de- 
feata recovery. In fact except as alteri'd 
by st«tute — in their respective, rights - 
individuals and railWiatt <iohipanies stand 
alike. 

Ill consequence of the exceptional bear- 
111!,' railways have on the progress and 
liusiiiess of the country, parliament has 
given railway com]ianies certain privil- 
eges, and iiiipiisud certain duties. These 
are statutory privileges .'Uid statutory dii 
tie.s -limited exjircsaly by the language 
conferring and imposing thorn. 

The ''Iliilw.iv .\ct of Can.'ula" is by the 
lugiilature of British Columbia specially 
declared to apply, where ajiplicable and 
not inoimsistent with or contrary to the 
provisions of tho act, and to be read with 
and form part of "the Act relati^ig to the 
Island itailwiiy, the (iraving Dock and 
Railway binds of the Province," under 
which tin; I'lsipiiiualt and Naiiaiiiio rail- 
way is built. 

The duty as to fences is regulated by 
sectiiui 115, of "Tho Railway Act," chap- 
ter I0!», Revised Statutes of Canada, vol. 
■J, 1457, which enacts: 
That within three months after the coii- 
struotion of a railway cui any section or 
lot of land wdiicli is m-i-itpifil, or before 
construction within six unniths, after 
any piece of land has been taken pos- 
session of, for the purjiose of construc- 
tion, find after the ComiJ.uiy has been 
so reipiired in writing by the vrrupmil 
thereof, the company shall erect ''fences 
over .-.'Kc// section or lot of land on each 
side of the Rjiilway of the height and 
strength of an ordinary division fence, 
with openings, i^'c" 
That if after such periods, such fences, 
etc., lire not ilulj' made and completed, 
or if after being so made .ind com- 
pleted, they are not duly maintained, 
tlie compaii}' shall l;e lialile fiu'all dam- 
iige.s done on the railway by its trains 
or engines, to the cattle, horses, or oth- 
er aninnUs of the iiixiijtant of tin: liniil 
ui respect of which such fences, etc,,' 
have not been niado or maintained. 
That after such fences, etc., have been 
miide ami didy maintained, no b.-ibilily 
shall accrue for any such daniages, un- 
less caused wilfully or negligently by 
the coiiipaiiy or its employees. 
Thus it will be seen the.so fences are of 
the character of division fences between 
owners («' occupants of adjoining proper- 
tics to be built by the railw;iy (;oiii|iaiiy, 
111 iler I bis si at ulory compulsion, for the 
|(rotection of such adjoining owiieis or oc 
cupants of land along or through which 
the track passes. This is a more limited 
construction of the prfivision as to fences 
than the public generally had lieeii led to 
believe. The railway company owns the 
land through which the railway passes, to 
the full evLeiit of the width of its tnick. 
'Pliu ]d;iiiitiir, as shown, was not an owner 
or ijccupant of the land through which the 
track ])asscd or adjoining that ])art of the 
track where the accident occurred, as is 
alleged forwent ofbeiiig jU'operlyjfenend m 
indeed of any land iidjoining the railw.iy 
property. 

This view of the slatule is susliiiiied in 
two leading cases in ()nlai io -- .Mel.i/miaii 
the Grand Trunk railway company, .S 
Upper Canada, C. P. K., -Ill, and Con- 
way i'.i. the C. I'. K., 7 Gntario, report ti".' 
the latter as late as l.SHfi. 
I hit there is another leadiiiL' and iiiiiior- 
t^iiit conaideration. The id^ji^ct of the 
railway act was not alone to protect tho 
owiicrp nf property on adjoining lands, as 
distinct from the general public, but to 
protect th" travelling public from the risk 
lo p.-iKsi iigers and trains b}' unexjieeleil 
collisions with entile ;uid animals wand- 
ering oil the tr.ick. So by the !)8tli sec- 
tion it is expressly enacted "that no hors- 
es, slieeji, awiue or other cattle shall be 
permitted to he at largo upon any high- 
way within half a niiro of the intersec- 
tion of such highway with any railway 
1)11 graib; unless such cattle are in eliarge 
iifsiiiiie pi-rsoii or persons, to ]ireveiit 
I lii'iii loitering nr si lipping mi such higli- 
w.'i.y at such intersection. 

".And if the cattle of aii.y person which 
are at large contrary to the provisions of 
t hin Hecti<m are killed or injured by any 
l i.'iin nt such ]ioiiit of intersection, he 
shall not have right of action against 
any company iu resjioct of tho same being 
so hilled or injured. " 

Tlie evidence of Mr. Jliinter, C. 1']., 
with the plan produced, showed the place 
of the neeident to ho within half a mile 
luiil less than half a mile uf half a do/eii 
Hucli intersections. That im one was in 
clnirgif of tlie stopr was admitted by the 
plaiiitiir himself, who stated tjioro wau no 
by-law in Nuiiaiiiio forbidding the wan- 
dering of cattle.

Such is tlio construction put by the 
Canadian Courts ini the Canadian Stat- 
ute regulating thin subject. Tho object 
is to diacourago as much a» poaaiblo the 
.turning loose in settled districts tnivorsed 
"Ibyfinp ^f-: Railway of animals and (•.■»t- 
*tle generally, not from any love of tlie 
animals or thoir owners, or of the railway 
companies, hut for the safctij of the travel^ 
iinij public. Accidents dangerous to life 
and pr(j|)arty constantly ari.io from ani- 
mals and cattle wandering along and on 
the railway track. Tlio owners of auch 
Cdbtle, whore they liuvo disregarded the 
prpviaions of tho Statute, arc primarily 
'..the. cause of. the disiiator, if any, and if 
none, cannot themsolm in .case of .injury 
to their cattle recover against the c(mi- 
pany, except in ca.se of wanton and mali- 
cious conduct ui' ncgli;.;enco so gross as to 
raise the preauuiptionof intcntioualinjury 
by the company. 

In modern times those railway com- 
panies have become amujig the necessities 
of Ufe. Their road is the Highway of 
Life. The sfcroain nf life flowa over it. 
The higli, the low, the I'icli, the poor, the 
strong, tlie weak, by Uiousauds daily are 
oatrusted to it. and one disaster may 
cause more rum and itiisery, and loss than 
the value of a huiulied steers, or hor.se.-, 
or cows, or calves. It is for the public 
protection, the public safety, these reguhi- 
tiona are made by parliament, and it is 
dun to those wlioso duly or business or 
iiecossil ieH, or lei.'nl ris;lit.s call tliem to 
travel uloiig l.he.se liuua, tliat these regiila- 
Intioiis should be enforced. .Sympathy for 
individual loss must (li3a[)]iear before the 
l>ublic interests, partieuhirly wlieii that 
lusBcaii be tracod to a disregard of tlie 
law. 

The objection taken by the plautitrH 
ooluuel that "aittlo" nuist be constructed 
in that 98th section, as horses, aiieep, or 
swiue only, is uf no weight wliatever, even 
if the section had to be so construed, be- 
cause not beiiin an adjoining owner, and 
not entitled to the benetit of the fence 
provision, and nut having had some per- 
son "in charge", ho could only recover on 
proof of iiegUgence by the company's 
servants, of vvhich there was not 
the slightest evidence. He himself 
had no right whatever at common law ti> 
be trospiissing by his steer on the com- 
pany's i)roi)erty and interfering with the 
company's lawful use of its own. He 
was himself tho wrong-doer, and the in- 
jury being neither intentional, malicious, 
iir through negligence on tho part of the 
conipauy, ut cuinmoii law he must look to 
himself for redress, that is, suffer for his 
own fault. 

But though in this instance, really uii- 
iuiportiant, it is, not out of place to observe 
tl^abin proceedings under the Canadian 
Malicious Injuries to Property Act, 18G9, 
the term "cattle" is by 8t.itute defined "to 
include any ill use, luule, ass, .swino or 
gnat, as' well as any neat cattle or animal 
of the bovine S]>ecie8, and wlieLlier castrat, - 
cd or not, or by whatever technical or 
trivial name it may be known and shall 
apply to one animal as well as many." 

■ In British Columbia the legishituro had 
by four distinct acts, in 1879, 1871, 1875, 
1870, enacted that the w.ird "cattle" 
"should o.vteud to and include horses, 
luarea, fillies, foals, geldings, colts, bulls, 
bullocks, cows, heifers, steers, calves, 
slieep, mules, asses," and it 
may therefore well be assumed 
that the Dominion Parliamen. in jjassiug 
the BaUway Act years after and using the 
terin "Cattle" did not lueaii to attirin that 
danger to raiUvaj- travelling arose from 
horses, sheep or swine wandering on the 
railway track; and that otlier aniiuids, 
COWS, o\eii, bulla, steers or heifers could 
do no harm, and required not to be legis- 
lated against 

That ancient rule of -legal construction 
(if subsequent w rds of a:genoral charac- 
ter being governed by preceding words of 
particular limitation hjis so little bearing 
on the present case that it does not re- 
([uire to be dcteniiined. The iilaiiitifl' 
hiuisolf was a trespK.sser— bis animal was 
killed by accident in a |)lace h liei e it 
liad no right to be. If it had not been 
where it ought not to have been, it would 
not liave been killed. The jdaintiff in the 
tirst place is nut within tho provision of 
tho st.\tute which enables him to eouiplaiii 
of there being no fence at that p.irticular 
place, and secondly he liad not taken the 
precaution ])ointed out by the statute, 
without which precaution the statute ex- 
pressly says he shall not have a right of 
action against the company.
